Nice Flow of Gas Struck 


Thureday afterncon Jaat several members of the 
town ctuncil, the president and secretary of the Buard ot! 
Trade and a number of other prominent business’ men of 
the town visited the works of the Calgory Natural Gas Co. 
operating at Gleichen. ; 

Mannger Elder courteously received the visitors and 
explained the workings of the plant to the entire satisfac- 
of all, and to questions stated that during the early hours 
of that morning a nice flow of gas was struck at about 870 
feet. 

When the visitors were there he said the well was 
then down about 910 feet and several times threw a light- 
match into the big pipe, which instantly showed the pres- 
ence of gas. Upon the drill being lifted and the mad 
raised Mr. Klder again threw lighted match into the 
well and the gas burned for about five minutes, throwing 
flame over two feet high. Upon examination of the 
lerrick it was seen that the gas had burned fully 20 feet 
ibove the well, but Mr. Elder, who is very conservative in 
his statements, stated that this occured after the gas had 


heen held down for a considerable length of time by 
steam. 


The strike ef this flow of gas has fully justified the 
‘aith of the Calgary Natural Gas Company and the citi- 
zens of Gleichen, that natural gas exists here in as large 
juantities as in other sections of the natural gas area, and

ESTRAY ANIMAL LAW 


The Alberta law prescribes that 
the party whb takes up an estray 
animal must immediately notify 
the brand reader nearest to his 
place to come out and examine the 
animal and take a copy of the 
brands, if any, on the animal. 
Then an advertidement must be in- 
serted in the nearest local paper, 
and also in the Alberta Gazette, 
and until the law is complied with 
the holder of the estray cannot col- 
lect any fee for his trouble or feed. 
Prompt action must be taken, the 
law being very strict in this matter. 
The brand readers are entitled to a 
fee of $2.00 for each animal they 
examine aud mileage to the amount 
of 10c. per mile after the first ten 
miles, The cost for reading the 
brands and the advertising is a 
charge against the estray animal 
and must be paid when the animal 
is claimed. The party holding the 
animal is responsible for all charges 
until it is sold or redeemed by the 
owners, No charges for feed are 
allowed between the 15th day of 
April and the 1ith day of Novem- 
wr.

CHANGES IN THE TARIFF 


RESULT OF NEGOTIATIONS WITH 
THE UNITED STATES 


Important Changes Effected in the 
Tariff Between United States and 
Canada—Many Articles on the Free 
List—Is Described as an Agree- 
ment and Not a Treaty—Can Be 


Changed If Found Unsatisfactory. 

Ottawa.—Hon. Wm. Fielding, min- 
ister of finance, in reporting the result 
of the trade negotiations which have 
been conducted at Washington, stated 
that the negotiations had resulted in 
an understanding, and the minister 
hoped the country would join in say- 
ing that, both Canada and the United 
States were gainers. 

Mr. Fielding said that there was no 
treaty, that it was a legislation act 
of Canada, and that it could be 
changed at any time. 

He said there was o iarge free list, 
mostly of natural products. They had 
arranged that wheat which was free 
in Canada would also be free in the 
United States. On another list of 
articles there would be a similar rate 
of duty imposed by both countries. 

One schedule shows the rate which 
the United States would impose on 
Canadian goods, and another schedule 
shows that which the Canadian gov- 
ernment will impose on the United 
States products. The ideas of reci- 
procity are right tas the arrange- 
ments, although there is no treaty. 

Mr. Borden asked if there was no- 
thing in the nature of a treaty now, 
how was this to be done? 

Mr. Fielding said that there was not 
a treaty, and they were not bindin 
in this case. It rested on genera 
confidence, general good will and gen- 
eral feeling that this was for the bene. 
fit of both countries. 

As an illustration, Canada’s reduc- 
tion on wheat was 12 per cent, and the 
United States’ reduction was 25 per 
cent. in order tq reach a common 
basis. 

C. C. Owen: “What will be the duty 
on our wheat going into the United 


States?” 
Mr. Fielding: ‘Nothing; net a! 
cent.” (Loud cheers.) 


The minister continued: Barley is 
free also. Canada’s reduction is 15 
cents a bushel. The United States’ 
reduction is 30 cents. 

Potatoes are now free. Canada’s re- 
duction is 20 cents a bushel, and the 
United States 25 cents a bushel. Oats 
are free. Canada’s reduction is 10 
cents, and the United States’ reduc- 
tion is 15 cents a bushel. 

Flour is now dutiable at the com- 
mon rate of 50 cents per barrel, 

Rough and sawn lumber is made 
free. It was already free in Canada, 
It becomes free to lumbermen and 
manufacturers in Canada. 

It has always been a grievance, par- 
ticularly in Ontario, that the duty on 
coal bore heavily on the people. So 
with flour. The duty on flour has 
been reduced 10 cents, and the duty 
on coal reduced 8 cents, 

Coal people will have to bear a cut 
of 8 cents in duty, namely, from 53 
cents to 45, Slack coal is subject to 
a duty of 15 cents on all kinds, 

Coke is now made free in the United 
States as well as in Canada. British 
Columbia friends will be glad to hear 
that, for the province is largely in- 
terested in this item. 

In some cases we have had some 
small reductions on manufactured ar- 
ticles, but the reductions are small, 
The reduced rates of duty will open 
up new possibilities to our manufac- 
turers, and will be able through this 
to send goods into the United States. 
As an illustration, take wire rods; free 
in Canada, while the United States 
has « duty. We have stipulnted these 
shall be free in the United States 
also, and will now have a chance for 
making these for Uncle Sam. 

The farmers of the West must be 
prepared to take their burden with 
the rest. There is a reduction, but 
these have not been made free. We 
have now a 17 1-2 per cent, list of 
agricultural implements, including 
mowers, reapers, harvesters, and we 
propose to cut that to 15 per cent. 

Paper and pulp changes took up 
some time, as the United States people 
were anxious for these changes. In 
newsprint, pasteboard, pulp of vari- 
ous kinds and common paper of all 
kinds up to four cents a pound, we 
were anxious for free trade. They 
agreed if the pup regulation in the 
provinces could be removed. We had 
no eontrol over the provinces, and 
had but one answer, ef courhe, 

“We will not agree to make these 
free until the Canadian provinces will 
take off their regulations,” they said. 
We told them that this was no good 
to us, but that is where matters stand, 

We have thought it necessary t8 get 
an agreemnt that on both sides there 
should be no vexatious regulations in- 
terfering. with the smoothness of the

One 
who has been the mouthpiece for more 
than one occasion came from _ the 
White House with the declaration 
that the proposed treaty would not die 
an easy death so long as Mr. Taft 
waa in the White House. 

President Taft believes the mutual 
concessions arranged, especially the 
large number of articles of foodstuffs, 
which would be put on the free list, 
promises a great humanitarian move- 
ment that ultimately would mean a 
material reduction in the cost of liv- 


ing.

Scouting Airship Has Been

The first message was to the Associ- 
ated Press. It had beetr Hastie athe 
advance by an Associated Press re- 
porter, and its text was known only 
to the writer. Lieutenant Beck tuck- 
ed it away, folded, in his pocket, and 
did not open the paper until he had 
reached an altitude of 500 feet. 

The airship was at times about two 
and a half miles from the field while 
the officer was flashing communica- 
tions to the wireless station, and the | 
rec iving overator stated that no dif- 
ficulty would have been had in read- 
ing the messages had the distance 
heen 20 miles. Lieutenant Beck was 
delighted with the success of the ex- 
periment, and plans to arrange tests 
for receiving as well as sending by 
wireless while speeding in a heavier- 
than-air machine,

He most hes f must 
have come out again, for the salesman 
who served him distinctly remembers 
seeing him leave with his purchase 
under his arm. ’ 

But so far as anybody else was con- 
cerned he was never seen after enter- 
| ng the shop, ard to-day his disappear- 
ance is as great a mystery as ever. 
For his family Christmas is anything 
but a festive season, reminding them 
as it does of the great sorrow which 
at this period first came into their 
lives, 

They still entertain the hope that 

sooner or later his whereabouts, or, 
at any rate, his fate, will be made 
known to them, though down to the 
resent all efforts to trace him have 
een without avail. He could not 
have more completely disappeared if 
the earth had opened and swaliowed 
him up. 

Only the Christmas Eve before that 
a Manchester professional man went 
to one of the, local theatres with his 
wife and her sister. During the per- 
formance he went out to see a man,

‘ed on seeing in it a note stating that 
the said autor was, according to his 
wife, ‘both idiot and lunatic’! 

“At the abode of a night-worker, I 
remember the officiul was informed 
that this individual was in bed. His 
reply thit he must see him elicited 
the comforting assurance, ‘All right; 
go to him if you like. He has only 
been in bed an hour, and he left 
word that he would ki:l anybody whe 
woke him up. And he’ll do it, too!’ 

“Some novel occupations were giv- 
Nn in the .ast ¢. nsus ret rns, Amongst 
them were such as a ‘doll surgeon,’ 
and ‘bottle broker.’ A man, whose 
business wos to keep an eye on hir- 
ers of dress-suits, described himself 
as a ‘detective’; and a woman, who 


‘tracer.’ 

“But the funniest occupation of all 
seems to have been followed by a 
boy, who wrote himself down as an 
‘ap Ye polisher,’ 
selves as ‘professional debtors,’ ‘con- 
stant borrowers,’ or men of ‘secret 


resources.’ Others still more candid- 
ly styled themselves ‘thieves and 
‘brigards,’ 


“One Hindu recorded that he could 
not work because he was a fool. An- 
other described himself as a ‘storm 
prophet.’ 

“But there was an air of refresh- 
ing candor about the native who de- 
clared that he was ‘making a business 
of marrying off his daughters for 
money.’ A lucrative occupation, no 
doubt.” 


The First Encyclopaedist. 

Enelyclopaedias are un English in- 
vention. hasten to add that they 
owe a great deal to their early and 
tater development to Scottish brains. 
The earliest true encyclopaedia was 
published in the second year of Queen 
Anne. John Harris, the “‘onlie beget- 
te-’ of this remarkable work, was 
born in the year of the great fire of 
London, and Shropshire _ piously 
claims that he was a Shropshire lad.

The 
announcement proceeds: ‘Tis not 
yet generally known; but there comes 
such company as drinks usually four 
or five gallons in a morning.” A seven- 
teenth century coffee house that pro- 
vided water-grue] at sunrise, and al- 
gebra at sunset, must be regarded as 
the lineal ancestor of Mr. Eustace 
Miles’ vegetarian tabernacle, Harris 


was, doubtless, paid a modest fee for 


these lectures, which were instituted 
“for the public good” by Sir Charles 
Cox, M.P. He seems to have had 
wide acquaintance among men _ of 
learning, and a good deal of employ- 
ment from the booksellers, His por. 
trait in the “Lexicon Technicum” 
shows us a strong, bewigged face in 
which there is no legible sign of the 
improvidence which spoilt his life and 
‘rought him to a Pauper ® death in 
1719. He sieeps in Norton Church 
n Kent.—John o’ London, in T.P.'a 
Weekly.

The good people of Calgary are happy in that Gleichen will be 
able to supply them with natural gas and are jubilantly ‘‘counting their 
chickens.’’ This is pleasing to all Gleichenities for it goes to show the 
value of our wonderful assets in this product. One Calgary writer says: 
‘By a vote of 700 to 18, Calgary citizens passed a by-law permitting the 
Calgary Natural Gas Co., Ltd, to increase their rate for gas in order to 
enable them to meet the expense of layinga pipe line from gas wells 
in the irrigation block to Calgary. 

‘The Gas Company now announces that they are ae to un- 
dergo an expenditure of three and a half million dollars to lay this pipe 
which will pour from fifteen to twenty million cubic feet of living 
energy into the industrial arteries of the city and will ‘supply unlimited 
gas for light, heat and power purposes. Had there beert anything want- 
ed to bring this city more forcibly to the attention of eastern manu- 
factarers, the entrance of this vast supply of industrial power would 
have filled the gap, and coming just at this time .when the Board of 
Trade and the civic authorities are uniting in a strong publicity cam- 
piign, its effect upon the growth of the city during the next few years, 
ix inestimable. 

“With the ‘passing of the natural gas by-law and the announce- 
ment from the gus company that they will proceed with the work im- 
mediately, gas for lighting and manufacturing purposes will be placed 
at the option of the consumer, at rates varying from 15 cents to 35 cents 
per cubic foot. 


“Ags anovidence of the advantage to the city in obtaining this 


natural power, several Jarge manvfacturing houses have already made 
Jovertures to the city, amongst which is a big glass making plant from 
New York, and a Colorado coffee roasting plant.’’ 

While Calgary is rejoicing in the power Glcichen can supply it, 
should not Gleichen be more happy to think that some of these big man- 
ufacturing concerns should be easily shown that it is to their advantage 
to locate at Gleichen?

ANOINTING A NEW KING, 


Many Historic Customs Dropped Since 
| George 1V.'s Coronation. 


The crowning of the King of Eng- 
land has usually been accompanied by 
, what was regarded as the still more 
) solemn tite of anointing with oil, 
; which dates from the days of the an- 
| cient Hebrews. And in England, be- 
fore the Norman conquest, the term 
used was “hallowing,”’ or consecration, 
tather than that of coronation. 

But from old records it seems that 
the ceremony as then performed at 
Winchester was in all essertials the 
| Sane as that which now takes place 
in Westminster abbey. Few people 
seem to be aware that the coronation 
| ceremony was the only religious rite 
of the Anglican Church which escaped 
the pruning policy of the reformers; 
, hence its impressive ritual and gorg- 
eous pageantries. 

The last coronation at which every 
‘old world ceremuny was duly _ per- 
, formed was that of King George IV. 
At his crowning a coronation banquet 
took place, there was a procession of 
peer, the herb strewer scattered flow- 
ers, and the challenge of the cham- 
pion of Engiand was included in the 
| Ceremony. But at the coronations of 

William IV., Queen Victoria and King 
| Edward these o!d customs were for 
various reasons omitted. 

However, much remains that is ot 
deep interest and stately splendor. 
The dean and chapter of Westminster 
claim the right to instruct the sove- 
reign in the duties of this solemn ser- 
vice, and on coronation day the re- 
galia are delivered into their custody. 

According to old records, $500 is 
paid for the anointing oil. supplied by 
the royal apothecary. The corona: 
tion chairs ure of interest. That of the 
King is the chair of Edward the Con- 
fessor, used by every British sovereign 
since the time of Edward II. It is of 
oak and is recovered with fresh crim- 
son velvet on each occasion. Beneath 
it is placed the stone of destiny, an 
ancient relic which came originally 
from Ireland: :

The voluntary system had failed, and 
the Government was forced to see the 
people were properly trained to pro-

ing would be of physical benefit to 
the boys. It would render them fit 
to serve their country in case of ne- 
cessity. The training need not mean 
that the young men would be com- 
pelled to fight in spite of religious 
scruples, but they would not be ex- 
empt from non-combatant service.

NESTOR OF JOURNALISM. 
Late Robert Murray, LL.D., a Force 
‘ In the Land. 

Robert Murray, LL.D., for fifty-five 
years editor of The Presbyterian Wit- 
ness, for length of time and for excel- 
lence of service, perhaps without par- 
allel, passed from his home at Stud- 
ley, Halifax, N.S., to his larger inheri- 
tance in the spiritual realm. H 

Dr. Murray possessed many gifts 
and all of a high order. During his 
entire practical life, he found employ- 
ment for these varied talents, first in 
the editorial department of a relig- 

» ious journal, and outside of this just 
as continuously and efficiently in gen- | 
eral lubers, benevolent and religious, } 
He took an active and appreciative 
interest in education from the prim- 
ary school to the university. 

The system of free schools and the 
higher education of Nova Scotia, for 
more than half a century, had in the 
editor of The Presbyterian Witness a 
most intelligent, constant and effect.ve 
helper. 

Confederation, of contemporaneous 
birth with the system of free schools, 
like that great undertaking, was from 
the first, cleur to the penetrating vis- 
ion of Dr. Murray. 

His eye was even upon the civic 
interests of Halifax, moral and other- 
wise, upon the political character cf 
the Dominion, upon ite leaders and 
guides. He avoided the spirit and 
work of the partizan, but ever culti- 
vated that of the true patriot and 
faithful citizen. Wherever he saw 
truth and worth, he praised them, ir- 
respective of names or parties.

In the 
editorial column,: Dr. Murray’s eye 
was always on the horizon, helping 
the true and the good, and condemn- 
ing, with righteous displeasure all 
that he saw menacing the best inter- 
ests of his fellow men. 

Dr. Murray’s reading was carefuily 
telected and of a wide range. Lubors, 
urgent, inside and outside of the edi- 
torial sphere, were ever on his ‘hands; 
but he never hurried. He seemed to | 
have time for everything. Certain it 
is, that he found time for reading 
many magazines, many newspapers 
and many books. For him, ecclesias- 
tical history, biography, philosophy 
and theology had special attractions. 
He knew well the history of his own 
church and the men who had adorned 
it. But his study was not confined 
to the history of the Presbyterian 
body. To him it was only otie of a 
number of ecclesiastical forces, oper- 
ating in christian and heathen landa.

On Dec. 28, 1905, he celebrated his 
golden jubilee as editor of The Pres- 
byterian Witness, and the occasior 
gave the community, as a whole, an 


opportunity which it eagerly embraced 
to express its recognition of him’as a 
moving force for whatever was good.

“SANDY” BARTLETT STORIES. 


Lats Windsor Magistrate Was a Fam- 
ous Character For Many Years. 


Windsor, Ont., sustained a great

‘Sandy” Bartlett, who for over half 
9% century was its police magistrate. 
In the best sense of the ‘erm he was 
“boss of the town,” and wherever he 
went in Windsor people never dfeam- 

{ed of questioning his authority, even 
though he might be dealing with mat- 
jters that did not come within the 
| range of his duties as magistrate. 

He brought to bear on his work 
cool, calculuting common sense, and 
often brushed aside technicalities to 
do justice. Many a time he imposed 
\@ fine and then promptly paid Prout 
of his own pocket; he give a great 
|number of men good advice instead 
: a term in jail, and he would never 


separate man and wifé if he could ar- 
Tange a reconciliation. 

Newspapermen of Windsor and De- 
troit well remember “Sandy” and his 
advice. Some six or seven years ago, 
on one of the occasion when a num- 
ber of them had remained in police 
court after the session of the court, 
the venerable magistrate gave advice 
to some of them who were smoking, 
“You shouldn’t smoke,” he said, “It's 
bad business. I never smoked in my 
life.” Some of the reporters stuck up 
for their smoking, but he said, ‘‘No, 
it’s harmful. Look at Brother Wil- 
liam. He’s just smoking himself to 
death—smoking himself to death.” 

The magistrate at that time was 
about 81 year: old, and “Brother Wil- 
liam’' wus then about 88. 

Mr. Bartlett invariably stood for
